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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

In claim 1, the newly added limitation "introducing said particle mixture into said screw " (emphasis added) is 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Rather it appears that 
applicant only has support for introducing the particle mixture into the extruder through a funnel (see para. 18, US 
2004/0094854 Al). 

In claim 9, the newly added limitation "advancing said mixture first through said first chamber and then 
through said second chamber " (emphasis added) is not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Rather it appears that applicant only has support for introducing the temperature control medium to 
respective regions /chambers in the screw (see paras. 18-24, US 2004/0094854 Al). It is also noted that there appears to 
be no support for any material to be transported into a first chamber/ region of the screw and then through a second 
chamber/region of the screw. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Specifically, the disclosure does not enable introducing a mixture of thermoplastic particles into the 
hole/cavity of a screw with a temperature control medium and advancing the particulate material while inside the screw 
through first and second chambers /regions corresponding to intake and delivery zones, respectively, to form an 
extruded product.
